died at his home in that city Thursday 
morning. Tho BoloitJFree Press says: 
Col. O. C. J. Shipnoo was a Norwegian, 
and waa born near Skier, Norway, and 
oame tj the United States with his pa- 
rents end brothers, when he was six years 
of age. 
The family lived near Milwau- 


kee for many years, until the boys grew 
up and separated, but they continued to 
reside m Wisconsin. When the worbegan 
and soldiers ware needed, Col. Sbipnes' 
name, or rathor O. C. Johnaons' name,was 
found among the willing reornits.as a pri- 
vate. Hu enlisted atMadison in the famous 
Scandinavian regimsut,aoJ rose through 
th& lino uf officers from tho ranks to a 
captain, and finally heuten^nt-oolone1 


under Col. Eefr, upon whose death be 
became Colonel of the regimont, and 
fought gallantly aa its coairoandar. The 
"fifteenth" waa nil through its service a 
fighting regiment, and tho commander 
suffered all the hardships ot war, includ- 
ing oonunoinent in the awfal Libby pris- 
on, and wont to an early grave from dis 
eases which be tiacss directly to the 
prison abuses. 


From asoldier ColonelShipnes became 


a prominent and aotivo business man' 
and in 1870 he antered the Srin of John 
Thompson & Co., Plowmakers, of ihie 
oity, with which concern he remained 
uatil 1S5SO. About the year 1871 ho was 
appointed commissioner of Foreign Emi- 
gration, and at tho expiration of his term 
lie was elected to this position. In 1881 
he waa a prominent republican candidate 
for secretary ot state, before tho conven- 
tion . Ha was twice elected mayor of 
Beloit. 


About four years ago Mr. Shipnes^ 


who had quite extensive property inter, 
ests, decided to change bis name from 
Johnson to Shipnes, and the privilege 
was granted by tho usual course of law. 
About tho same time bia health began to 
alarm him and he went to New Mexico, 
and after remaining there a short time 
returned to tho northwest and has since 
divided bis time between Beloit and 
Watertown, Dakota, where he had busi- 
ness interests. 


In hia death the community losea one 


of its most esteemed citizens, and not tho 
little family circle alone become tbe 
mouners. He was a prudent, Jsind-hoartod 
honest man, devoted to his family, ever ^ 
ready to espouse the cause of right, and he j 
will ever beromembored as a kind friend, 
a true patriot and a noble citizen.
